hard fight, and are compelled to rest 
and- undertake the task of burying 
their dead- and- looking after 
their 


wounded, prisoners and. plunder. 


The war office admits, however, that 


Kouropatkin has not furnished spe- 
cific information as to the 
where- 


abouts of General Kawamura, 
who 


has been reported- to the northeast of 
Tie pass, or of the Japanese columns 
reported to be pushing north by forced 
marches west of the railroad. • 


Kouropatkin has also left the war 


office in the ds'-1;. in regard to the. 
number of prisoners captured by the 
Japanese, having made ro detailed re- 
port about the separate units. There- 
fore the general staff is in no position 
to contradict the Tokio di&patches'de- 
tailing the Russian losses. 


Blames His Aid». 


While Kouropatkin has assumed 


full responsibility for accepting a bat- 
tle at Mukden, he has complained tc 
the emperor that his plans miscarried 
largely through the failure of two gen- 
erals,- whose names cannot be learned, 
to execute his orders. He also throws 
blame on some of the troops, which.he 
says, failed to respond properly at the 
critical moment. 


Gen. Kouropatkin, in a dispatch dat- 


ed March 13, "says he has received no 
further'report.of any fighting between, 
organized bodies of troops, and an- 
nounces that the Japanese are making 
reconnoissances. 


Appeal to Russians, 


A bold way out of the perplexities of 


the present situation has been sug- 
gested—that Emperor Nicholas travel 
in state to the ancient capital of Mos- 
cow, summon the nobles and leading 
members of the. xemstvos around him 
In the sacretl precincts of the Krem- 
lin, frankly lay tho situation before 
them, publicly pledge his word for the 
execution of the- projected reforms, 
and make a stirring appenl through 
them to the people to rally loyally to 
the support of the Russian arms, and 
co-operate in prosecuting the war to a 
successful termination. 


Such a personal appeal from the 


sovereign undoubtedly would have a 
powerful effect throughout the coun- 
try. For the dynasty it would have an 
advantage over the plan of submitting 
the question Of poace or war to the 
zemsky zabor, which some of the 
newspapers are again urging.

, PRIMARY VOTING 


How the Ballots Are Made Up, and 


tne Manner of Voting 


Them. 


The manner of voting is practical- 


ly the safe as at elections. 


Section 25 of the new law states 


that "the provisions of the statutes 


i; in force in relation to holding of 


elections, the solicitation of votes at 
the polls, the challenging of voters, 
the manner of conducting elections, 
of counting the ballots and making 
return thereof, and all other kindred 
subjects, shall apply to all primaries 
in so-far as they are consistent with 
this act, the intent of this act being 
to place the primary under the reg- 
ulation and protection of. the laws 
now in force as to elections." : 


The primary election is • conducted 


under the Australian 'ballot system, 
each political party having a .separ- 
ate ticket for its candidates ;and also 
a non-partisan ticket, should there be 
any candidates. The ballot is made 
up of all of the several party tickets 
fastened at the top and folded, pro- 
vided there should be as many sep- 
arate tickets as there are parties en- 
titled to be represented. 


Upon entering the 'polling place the 


voter is handed the different tickets, 
fastened together. 
When he steps 


into the booth, he detaches the tic- 
ket he wishes to vote, marks it and 
(properly folds the same. 
The re- 


mainder of the ballot is also folded 
in a similar manner, and he steps 
out of the booth to cast his ballot. 


The ticket he wishes to vote is 


placed in the ballot box,, and the rest 
is put into another box, designated 
as the blank ballot box. Immediate-, 
1'y after the canvass,' 
these 
blank 


ballots are destroyed, without exam- 
ination, by the inspectors. 


No . person is allowed to vot.e at 


any primary unless he is a qualified 
elector .of that precinct. 
The polls 


are open from ,C o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 9 o'clock in the evening. 
After the closing of the polls a cau- 
vass of the votes shall be made of 
the votes cast in the same manner 
and by ,the same offices as the can- 
vass of an election. 


The following day a canvass of the 


returns, of the primary is made by. 
the canvassing board which consists 
of the mayor, city clerk and treasur- 
er, two constituting a quorum. 
At 


the primaries to be held in this city, 
March 21st, the manner of voting 
and marking ballots will be greatly 
simplified from: the fact that there 
will be only one official ticket..
